He 
argues with himself, "After all should 
we prepare?" Aa a politician he can- 
not mistake the fact that a majority of 
the people of the country are for ade 
quate national defense. As a politician 
therefore he is for it, but not without 
apologizing to himself and to his pacifist 
friends by defining over and over again 
the difference between preparedness for 
defense and militarism. President Wil- 
son made a speech some weeks ago, in 
which he charged that Republicans are 
not forward-looking men, thus display- 
ing this very trick of introspection. He 
was looking back at himself, not look- 
ing forward. 
In shallow fashion, he 


was charging to the opposition the very 
fault he knew to be hia own. When a 
man is given to introspection of the 
degree which the 
President suiters, 


his day of constructive, 
progressive 


thought and deed has pasaed. No longer 
has he the capacity to deal with the on- 
ward-moving world. He is like the tree 
in full bloom caught with the frost. 
It 


wilts, and though retaining some sem- 
blance of life, yet is incapable of per- 
forming its natural functions. 
Wilson 


reached his prime as a pedagogue. 
He 


is now trying to use hia pedagogic back- 
ground aa a means of solving great ad- 
ministrative problems. 
This accounts 


for the volumes of words and the con- 
spicuous absence of deeds. 
He has 


passed the plastic stage and is now liv- 
ing in the epoch where the clay is no 
longer susceptible to new molds—the 
molds demanded by a world advancing 
midst great complexities.

Temperatures about August 5 are ex- 
pected to average a little below the 
usual, with a tendency upward, and by 
August 11 the great hot wave of August 
Is expected to reach the central val- 
leys. 
That hot wave is expected to be 


somewhat similar 
to the great hot 


wave predicted In these bulletins, and 
which occurred on time, in July. This 
August hot wave is expected to con- 
tinue upward temperatures till near 
August 17, when the cool wave is ex- 
pected to take place of the great hot 
wave. 


Not much rain has been expected 


while the temperatures keep rising, but 
heavy rains are expected to accompany 
the cool wave following August 17. 
These rains will principally be in south 
and southeastern 
sections and from 


great lakes eastward. 
During August 


not much rain is expected in middle 
northwest nor in extreme northwest. 
This will be a good distribution of rain 
for the Spring wheat crop and fair for 
the corn crop as a whole. 
We are not 


expecting excessive rains anywhere on 
this continent for August except where 
the tropical hurricane strikes, last days 
of August. 
South America will get 


most of the other August precipitation. 


Our forecasts and warnings of the 


great storms of June, and J, ujy were 
timely, and In a general way, correct. 
We had important success in predicting 
that rains would decrease in the Spring 
wheat country and increase in the east- 
ern cotton states during July. 


Next warm wave will reach Vancou- 


ver about August 14 and temperatures 
will rise on all the Pacific slope. It will 
cross crest of Rockies by dost of 16, 
plains section 16, meridian 90, great 
lakes and Ohio valleys 17, eastern sec- 
tions 18, reaching Newfoundland near 
19. Storm wave will follow one day 
after warm wave, and cool wave about 
one day after storm wave. 


This disturbance will be must severe 


in eastern sections and the cool wave 
following it will make a great change 
in temperatures. 
It will begin a long 


period of wet weather, particularly in 
sputheastein sections, but not excessive 
till later in lite month. '

:he middle and south Atlantic coast, 
Gulf of Mexico and Caribbean Sea from 
August 24 to September 2. If we Ret 
the hurricane you will get news of it 
not later than September 2. Some of 
the U. S. Weather Bureau officials have 
requested newspapers not to publish our 
warnings of these dangerous storms, 
but we believe we did the right thing In 
giving out our long in advance warnings 
of the five great storms that occurred 
between June 15 and July 20.

than in tho best buildings, about three 
feet from the ground, with a fine un- 
derpinning, probably of brown stone 
(though of that I am not positive), the 
access to each of those was by a flight 
of steps of brown freestone, cut so as 
to constitute a perfect semicircle, the 


• whole standing, as it now does, about 


three feet back from the line of ordi- 
nary buildings, so that the steps did not 
impurgc upon the trottoir, aa most of 
the steps of other houses did. 


Tho "tout ensemble" was such as 


always to attract admiration, and, 10 
far as my observation goes, never elicit- 
ed adverse criticism, which could hardly 
be said of the grand houses in Frovi- 


• dence, of which there were then many. 


I am led to believe from what 1 have 
heard of the. Godfrey Malbone house. 
now Mr. CottrcH's block, next the post 
office, that there were no houses in 
America that compared wilh this Mnl- 
bone house and the Wanton house in 
strictness of taste. The Francis Mai- 
bane house, next south of the Thames 
Street Methodist Church, tells its own 
etory, not haying been subjected to ma- 
terial allcration.
